Water as a success formula 


At the junction of the River Amstel and a sea inlet known 
as the IJ the small settlement of “Aemstelledamme” was founded 
in around the year 1275. As a transit port for herring and beer 
Amsterdam was granted a municipal charter in 1300. This 
period also saw the construction of the area around Dam Square, 
which would form the basis of an international metropolis. In 
the fifteenth century the city fathers commissioned the building 
of the city hall and at the same time the court building (now the 
Royal Palace) and the Nieuwe Kerk (New Church). In this way 
the city centre gradually took the shape we still know today. 
However, the builders encountered many problems because the 
marshy soil (Amsterdam lies below sea level) meant that the 
buildings required firm foundations. Each house therefore had 
to be built on wooden piles. The Royal Palace for example is 
supported by 13,659 piles. 


It was in the seventeenth century that Amsterdam came to 
real prominence on the world stage. And once again water was 
the key to its success. In Holland’s Golden Century, in which 
the Dutch acquired great fame as a trading and cultural nation, 
Amsterdam built the famous “grachtengordel” (canal girdle) 
which encloses the old city in a sweeping embrace. These 
beautiful tree-lined canals are bounded by 6,800 merchant's 
dwellings and warehouses all built in that era. The majority of 
them have the step, neck and bell gables so typical of the 
Amsterdam skyline.

If 
only because each year millions of tourists flock to see the 160 
canals with a combined length of 75.5 kilometres and the 
1,281 bridges that cross them. And, of course, many thousands 
of Amsterdamers live on the water in one of the 2,500 
houseboats. Not surprisingly, the houses that line the canals 
are regarded by the local population as some of the most 
desirable properties in the city.

An ideal place to relax after a busy day is one of the city’s 
traditional brown cafés, which take their name from the 
atmosphere created by their dark interiors and bare wooden 
floorboards. In these characteristic pubs with their picturesque 
interiors you can get a real sense of what the Dutch mean by 
“gezelligheid”, a word which is virtually untranslatable 
although “conviviality” and “cosiness” come fairly close. 


This is where Amsterdamers have a few beers after work, 
play the odd hand of cards, tell tall stories and generally air 
their worldly wisdom. When Amsterdamers visit their local 
pub they are interested in having a friendly chat. Even if you 
don’t understand a word of Dutch, it is not hard to get into 
conversation because people are glad to speak to you in your

As a cultural centre Amsterdam is above all a musical city. 
Hear and see the many street musicians, the brightly painted 
barrel organs and the centuries-old carillons, high in their 
towers, that play a happy tune on the half hour. Music with a 
capital M can be heard during the midday and evening concerts 
at the celebrated Concertgebouw, which is renowned for its 
superb acoustics. Several Dutch orchestras of international 
renown perform there, including the Royal Concertgebouw 
Orchestra and the Dutch Philharmonic Orchestra. 


On almost any summer evening it is possible to hear an 
organ recital in one of Amsterdam’s magnificent old churches, 
The famous organ in the Oude Kerk (Old Church) dates back 
to 1724 and the one in the Nieuwe Kerk was built in 1655. 


The Dutch National Ballet is considered to be one of the 
best and most versatile companies in Western Europe. It 
attracts many devotees of dance to Holland's capital. The 
ballet company performs in Amsterdam’s Muziektheater, a 
1,600-seat colosseum overlooking the River Amstel. The 
Muziektheater is also the home of the Netherlands Opera. 
The Dance Theatre company is a permanent guest at the 
Muziektheater, where several foreign companies also stage 
performances. With its 60-or-so theatres, concert halls and 
jazz clubs, Amsterdam is the stage for 15,000 performances 
and concerts each year. A quick calculation shows that there 
are some 4o different cultural performances every day in
